Perhaps a first 
step is to identify all possible places of interest on a map and then solicit further input from the public. 
With key points identified we could think about possible paths. Loops are always good because one can 
always enter at any point and return without retracing. Some connections to consider are: Livable 
Streets, Capitol Square businesses, Lox Library, Brad Barbour (Spy Pond), Friends of Spy Pond Park ... 
There is a Public Arts meeting for East Arlington on November 4 that someone should try to be at.
